Dear Sirs, 

On Saturday, January 14, 1989, the parents of Troop 3, Marlboro, met 
as a follow-up to the October, 1988 meeting to discuss the application 
of David Hallisey for the position of assistant scoutmaster."" 

At the initial meeting the majority of the parents had voiced serious 
concerns regarding David Hallisey' s behavior at Troop meetings during 
his probationary period* However, it was decided to give David 
an opportunity to supply the parents with references who could 
attest to his being mature enough to handle the responsibilities. 
He was asked to obtain references from the leaders from Troop 1 
Berlin where he was reported to be an assistant scoutmaster. 

The application the David Hallisey resubmitted did not include any 
of the leaders from Troop 1 Berlin, They consisted of one person 
who had no idea that his name was being used as a reference, another 
person who had no idea what Soy Scouts was all about nor of David's 
abilities and qualifications (having only known him for six months) 
and a third person who could only give a half-hearted recommendation. 

The parents present all agreed that nothing had been presented to 
indicate that David Hallisey had matured enough to be able to handle 
the responsibilities of assistant scoutmaster. Therefore, based on 
the consistently immature and irresponsible behavior displayed by 
David at the Troop meetings during his probationary period, the parents 
felt that we could not accept David Hallisey' s application for the 
position of assistant scoutmaster. 

The final vote was six families voting no, one family voting yes, and 
one family abstaining (their son has been in scouting only two months 
and they are unfamiliar with the scouting program) .
